men amongſt them ; they asked them many Queftions, expreſſed 
their readineſle to call upon God, if they had any to teach them : ex- 
preſſing likewiſe that they did not expeQ their Sachems would pray 
to God, becauſe they were ſo proud : by which I do perceive that 
the Lord is preparing a plentifull harveſt, and not onely by this, but 
by many other Evidences. There is a great Countrey lying between 
( onettxcort and the Maſſachyſets, called Nipnet, where there be 
many 1ndians diſperſed, many of which have ſent to our 1»dians, de- 
Lnng that fome may be ſent unto thern to. teach them to pray unto 
God. And ſometimes ſome of our beſt men do go to ſeveral places 
for a little while, and return again, and not without ſucceſſe. Theſe 
things Way gr work which we now have in hand wilt be as a pat- 
terne and Coppie before them,to imitate inallthe Countrey, both in 
civilizing them in their order,government, Law, and in their Church 
proceedings and adminiſtrations; and hence Seat care lyeth upon 
me to ſet them right at firſt, co lay a ſure foundation for ſuch a build - 
ing,as 1 foreſee will be built upon it,and in this matter T greatly need 
pray : The order of proceeding with them,is firſt to gather them to- 
| I from their ſcattered courſe of life, to cohabitation and civill 
order and Government,and then to form them (the Lord having fit- 
ted them). into viſible Church-(tace, for the guidance whereof, I have 
inſtrued them,that they ſhould looke only into the Scriptures, and 
out of the Word of God fetch all their Wiſedom, Laws, and Go0- 
vernment, and ſo ſhall they be the Lords people, and the Lord above 
ſhall Raign over them, and govern them in all things by the word of 
his mouth. Sundry of theſe which pray unto God have formerly 
ſubjected themſelves unto the E=g/:/5,; So that inchis Government 
among themſelves they do reſerve themſelves in that point to owne 
them as their ſuperiours, to make appeals unto then as need may re- 
quire.and experience for thele many years ſhew, that though they 
| have ſo ſubjeed themſelves, yet the oy benehit they have is pro« 
\xection : asfor hearing and determining their cauſes, the differetice of 
language, and paucitie of interpreters prohibits, and if their cauſes 
- cone, they be ſo longlome, and yer of ſmall importance, that it isof 
3 * neceffiry 
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neceſſity, that either they muſt have no government, as hitherto it 
hath been, or elſe they muſt have it among themſelves. Beſides, atl 
or many of their differences and cauſes they uſually brought ro me, 
which was not convenient, and I was willing to avoyde: themſelyes 
alſo found great need that ſome ſhould be over them, to judge their 
cauſes,and end differences, and much deſired it. Therefore upon the 
fxt day of the fixt Moneth of this preſent year (their Pallizadoe Fort 
being finiſhed) they had a great meeting, and many came together 
from diverſe parts, though ſundry were hindred and came not at that 
time, where, with prayer to God I read and expounded to them the 
1 $th of Exod, (which I had done ſeverall times before ) and mo 
they did ſolemnly chooſe two Rulers among themſelves, they fir 
choſe a Ruler ofan Hundred, then they choſe two Rulers of Fifties, 
then they choſe Ten or Tithing Men (fo I call them in Exg/:) for 
ſo they were called (as is reported) in England, when Englanddid 
flouriſh happily under that kinde of Government. And laſtly, for 
that dayes work every man choſe who ſhould be his Ruler of ten,the 
Rulers [tanding in order, and every man going to the man he choſe, 
and it ſeemed unto me as if I had feen ſcattered bones goe, bone unto 
his bone,and (o lived a civill politicall life and the Lord was pleaſed to 
miniſter no ſmall comfort unto my ſpirit, when I ſaw it, After this 
work was ended, they did enter tnto Covenant with God, and each 
other,to be the Lords people, and to be governed by the word of the 
Lord in all things.

his Word. Gods appointment is that ſuch a Coyenant, ſhould. be 
entred into,in aſolemn day of falting-and-prayer, and all cheſe.gauſes 
concurred, to put us0nuntothat work. Now though we never yet 
had kept ſuch a day unto the Lord, yet I had inſtructed them therein, 
for in the Spring we had a generall day of humiliation ia all the 
- Churches ;- and thereupon they moved this queſtion ; hy the Eng- 
liſh often faſted and prayed,and 1 never yet taught them ſo.to do:to 


which I did anſwer, by that of Chriſt unto- the Diſciples ,. _— 
them, 
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them,that when we ſet uponthe great works of God to be his peo 

poverned by his word, and to gather a Church, xhen they ſhould be 
called of Godunto it, &c, and now it came tO pafle, my motion they 
deliberated on with fome conference (as their manner is) and finally 
did confer:t unto it,then Itold them, it was needfull chey ſhould pray 
and teach that day ; fundry of them and we agreed, that all ſuch as

Then he proceeded to the ſecond parable, and his firſt Queſtion 
was, Who'is the Marchant man, that ſeeketh goodly pearles? he an- 
ſwered,it is all you [ndians whichipray to God, and repent of linne, 
and cometo hear the word of God, you come to ſeek for excellent 
pearles z' and herealſo he inſiſted : his ſecond Queſtion was, What is 
this pearle of great price ? now in anſwer to this:Queſtion he did;not. 
pitchit on Chriſt alone, and ſhew the worth and price of Chriſt : but 
he did pitch it on faith in Feſus Chriſt, and repentance for fin,and ſtood 
upon the-excellency and neceſſity thereof. And this was the great- 
eltdefe& I obſervedin his Exerciſe, which ſeeing I undertake to relate 
that which none but my ſelf underſtood, I dare not bur truely'relate, 
becanfe the Lord heard all, and Imuſt give an account of this relation 
before him : His next Queſtion was, What is meant by all the Riches 
he had > he anſwered, his fins, his evill Cuſtomes, his evill manners, in 
which he formerly took much pleaſure ; And here he dilated alfo: 
Laſtly he asked how did he ſell them all, and buy the pearle.? he an- 
ſwered,by caſting away and forſaking all his fins mourning and repen- 
ting ofthem,praying to God, and believing in Jeſus Chriſt. And here 
he fervently dilated, and ſo ended ; and this according to the beſt of 
my memory and obſervation, is the ſubſtance of what he delivered. 
Whereby you may obſerve the manner.of my teaching them, for they 
imitate.me, as for our method of preaching to the E»glifb by way of 
DoRtine, reaſon, and uſe, either have Lliberry of ſpeech, for that

kg FJ Ouching the work of God among the 7ndians, for ought I 
<P> hear of ſee from them that are moſt converſant therein, as 
s%9%S$ Mr Eliot, Mr Mahew, and Mr Leverich, with whom 1 
have made diligent enquiry ; It doth proſperouſly ſucceed to their 
great encouragement , and ours inthe Lord. There was here ſome 
few weeks ſince, the prime India» at Marthas Vineyard with Mr 
Mahew (Hamanequinn) 2 grave and folemn Man, with whom I 
had ſerious diſcourſe, Mr ahew being preſent as Interpreter be- 
eween us, who isa great proficient both in knowledge and utterance, 
and love, and pratice of the thingFof Chriſt, and of Religion, much 
honoured and reverenced, and attended by the reſt of the /ndians 
there, who are ſolemnly Covenanted together, 1 know not how 
many, but between thirty or fortie at the leaſt, and receive none in- 
to their Fraternitie, or Combination, but thoſe which give good 


proofe of their upright defies, ro'their conſcience, intheir profeſſi- 
ons and Converfations, who when Mr 44ahew cannot be with them 
(as at many ſertimes he is) doth in the week time inſtru himſelf, 


from Mr Mahews mouth, and prepare for their inſtrution on the 
| D Lords 
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Lords day, which they conſcionably obſerve, and have their conſtam. 
ſolemn meetings rogether : This man where he was, had communion. 
on the Lords day with Mr. E/iots Indians neere Dorcheſter Mill,un- 
ro whom he preached or declared what he had learned himſelf from 
the Scripture, ſome two houres together, with ſolemn prayer before 
and after, and then ended with a Pſalm, ſuch as at home is wont tv 
be ſung among his uſuall hearers. The Lords day after he was in 
our Aſſembly, the Boat then being ready to carry him home by the 
next opportunity, and truely my reverence to him was ſuch, as there 
being no roome I prayed our brethren to receive that good Indian 
into one of their pewes, which they did forenoone and afternoone, 
and at meale, I perceived by him that he had underſtanding of what 
he heard. Mr Lewerich being lately here and at my houſe, (who al- 
ſo preached at our new Church) I conferred with him about the be- 
ginnings and progrefle of the Lords work, among his neighbouring 
Indians at Sandwich, and did hear from him, what did my heart 
00d. And therefore when he tooke his leave of me l requeſted him 
that he would do me the favour at his return home, to ſend me a 
brief ſtory of that good hand of God which was there upon them, 
ab origine, 'which I'thank bim'he did foon after, and I thought not. 
amiſſe to inclole it,as it came to me,being written with hisown hand, 
not doubting but it would adde unto your rejoicing in the Lord. A+ 
bout a fortnight ſince, there was a LeRure tobe of Mr E /zor, at Na- 
ticke, the new Indian Towne, where lie uſeth frequently to preach 
ro them, beſides what he doth neere home (on either ſide) and ma- 
ny times doth keep the Lords day withthem, whereof having ſome 
notice,and that the Governour Mr Exa:corintended then to be there, 
my Colin Raw/onand I with ſome other, did prepare to ride thither, 
the Governour and his Sergeants lying at Dedham, which is within 
ſeaven or eight miles of the Town, nl we at Mr Jackſons neere Wa- 
rertowy Mill ) in like diſtance in (next morning after we had been 
ſome hours there where we found Mr E/;or, and by that time we had 
viewed all things, the Governour came with about twenty horſemen 
from Dedham,and made a like view, after which the LeAure or Ser- 
mon began in the Forr, which the 1»dians have made of whole trees 
very hanſome and firme, which is neere a faire houſe which the. 1- 
4ians have builtafter the Engl; manner high and large (no Engliſh» 
mans hand in it, fave that one day or two. they had an E noliſh Car» 


penter 
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penter with them to dire about the time of rearing, with chimneys 
init : In which Mr E/;or and thoſe which accompany him uſe to lye, 
and the 1»4;an Schoole-Maſter was there teaching the Children who 
doth read and ſpell very well himſelf, and teacheth them to do the 
like (beſides writing) and as there is a large Roome below,ſo there 
is a like chamber above, in a Corner whereof Mr E/iot hath a little 
Roome incloſed, and a bed and bed-ſted therein, and in the fame 
Chamberthe 1n4ians do as in a Wardrope hang up their skinnes, and 
things of price, as counting them there to be very ſafe, as well when 
the doores be open,as when they be locked; they have laid out three 
long fair ſtreets there,two on this fide the River,and one on that, and 
have ſeverall houſe-lots apportioned ſeverally to every one, which do 
or be to inhabite there, and in many of them there are fruit-trees al- 
ready planted, and they are building Eng: houſes for themſelves, 
meane while living in /igwams,whereof there is good ſtore near the 
hill fide,at preſent there _ goodly plain from the Town towards 
Dedham ) over the River (that is, Charles River) they have made 
a firme high foot-bridge arch-wiſe to walk to-and fro, having heaped 
on the bottome tymbers huge ſtones, the more to fortifie it, and it 
wasa great encouragement to them, that the laſt year ( whena like 
bridge made by the Engiihs in the new Dedham Village called 
Medefield, ſome four or fe miles from them) was thrown down by 
the force of the flouds or Ice, yet theirs did ſtand firme and upright. 
But co return to the Fort, and to the bulineſſe of the day, that is 
Round and Capaciovs, and they have prepared there a large Canopie 
of Matts upon poles for Mr E/iot and the chief of his company to (ic 
under,and other ſorts for themſelves and other hearers. The Saxeps 
or men by themſelves, and the Sqzaes or women by themſelves, be- 
ſides the Englifh then preſent, (which were about thirtie) there 
were Ithink not fewer then a hundred men women and young ones; 
amons the 1»dians there be ſome greater proficients in knowl: dge, 
and of better utterance by farre then their fellowes, Grave and ſeri- 
ous men, whom Mr E/:ot hath trained up ( or the Lord rather by 
his inſtrucions and direRtions) to inſtruc and-exhort the reſt of.the 
Indians intheir Lords day and other meetings, when he cannot come 
to them himſelf. There be ſome five of theſe, one of them was pre- 
pared before we came,and appointed to begin this Exerciſe : the fur- 
ther relation-of the manner of this ndians behaviour in preaching, 


together with the ſubſtance of that Sermon being before ſer — 
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Me E1;ot may be neveromitted : orber particulars in order” to. the 
exac deſcription of the Indjan Fort and buildings wa Mc Eliots Lets 
ter is defetive are here ſupplyed. This man being of middle age, and 
clad all in Eng/ih apparell (as moRif not a}! others of them.are). ſit 
ting in the midſt,on a ſtoole,under the ſhelter, did begin with prayer 
very ſolemnly, ſtanding up for ſome. half quarter ofan houre,then lit- 
ting down ſpake unto them of the two. Parables, concerning the Field 
wherein the treaſure hid, and the wiſe Marchant ſelling all: for the 
Pearle ; we underſtood him not (fave Mir E45ot.) excepting now and 
then 2 word or two, he diſcourſed:to,them ſome three quarters ofan 
boure at the lealt,with great devotion, gravity , decency,readines and 
affeRion, and geſtures very becoming, and ſundry mentions he made 
of Jeſus Chriſt, ſpecially in.the beginning,and towards the ending, as- 
if he were the ſcope of all, and the reſi of the 1ndians; diverſe old 
menand women, andthe younger did:joy ne and attend with much 
Reverence,as.if much afteted therewith; then he ended with prayer 
as he began. Then Mr Eo prayed and: preached: in the Indian 
Language for ſome houre more, ATT Io ru Chriſt, and bearing 
his yoake. This Text was tranſlated by him-from the Scripture into 
Exgliſs, ſpeaking with much authoritie, apdiafrer his. latter. prayer 
the 1»d:an Schoole- Maſter.read out. of: his Book one of the Pſalms in 
meeter, line by line, tranſlated by Mc Elzot into 1ndian, allthe men 
and women, &c, ſinging the ſame together in. one of our. ordinary 
Engliſh tunes melodiouſly. Iſhould have faid that after Mr Eliers 
Sermon, there were two or three grave 1ndiavs that propounded to- 
M- Eliot, each of them a Queſtion, very pertinent to the marter he- 
handled about the yoake of Chriſt,and coming to Chriſt, which he an- 
ſwered, interpreting unto us both their Queſtions, and the ſumme of 
his own Anſwers. After this the Lord did ſtir up my heart to make- 
an Exhortation to the 1»zians, which Mr E1lzot expounded to them, 
and alſo the Governours Speech, which God did ſtir him up too unto 
the ſame purpoſe, declaring our joy to ſee ſuch beginnings, and warn- 
0g them of the great danger if they. ſhould decline from what they 
had already come unto, either in their knowledge, affeion,or Chri- 
ſtian practice, incouraging themagainſt what might dampe or deterre. 
Then all of us taking us to our horſes left Mr E /jot and them to- 
gether, the Governour and his Company to lye-at Dedham, and the 
reſt of us when we had rid two or three miles with them did return ' 
zato our own way towards our former lodging, having been every one 
of 
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of us mnch refreſhed inouy ſpivirs YL = we faw,and were informed 
of, viz, of God amongſt them, Not long before rhis, travelling with 

Ms E/:ers brothes I conferred inthe way foriouſly with him abouc 

- theſe Indians, for he uſeth to. accompany his brother, and is a right 

godly and diligent.man, defiring,to know what ſolidity he found by 

experience in them. Who did acquaint me that. there: was diffe- 

cence between them as between: the Engliſs, ſome being 

leſle ſerious then others, and leſſe ſpiriruall ; bur that there was a 

Conſiderable Company of ſolide ones that were conſtant and forward. 
in good dyties,as well on the weeke days2gon the: Lords, And that 

he had purpoſely ſometimes in the dark walked the Round, asit were 

alone, and\found them in their feverall Bamiliesas devour in prayer, 

&c, as it there had; been any preſent to: obſerve : and that carried it 

very modeſtly; utterly refuſing to-receive any retief from Mr E/iors 

Table, choohng ratherto hive on-the proviſions ar home; which came 

in by their own labour;. and; when once; Mr E/iars Own proviſions 

failed (he being detained amongthem ſundry.days beyond bis intent) 

they ſoon took notices, and oftheirownaccord <did! bring unts- him 

vafietio of the-belt:which they had:themfelves, and he profeſſed unto. 

me:that uponall-his belt obſervation,there was 2 very hopefull begins 

ning amongſt them of the Grace and.

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for the diſc ouragements mentioned in hs Letter, know thag 


divers of his people having caſt off all the Ordinances of Goal 
in his Church,at laſt came to be ſeduced by every idle ſpirit 
that came amoneſt them, to be led into ſuch fancies as we are 
aſhamed to mention. And ſo this good man upon this occafion 
turned to the Indians, where he meets with an abundant bleſ- 
ſing upon hs endeavonrs.

Fe Salute you in the Lord, Ifhall trouble you only with two 
4 N\ things, firſt, the moving cauſes inducing me to ſet upon this 
= work: Secondly, with what ſucceſſe I have hitherto been en- 
tertained, by the bleſſing of God upon my weak: endeavours. For 
the firſt of theſe, I ſuppoſe its not unknown to your ſelf, among(t many 
others, what ſingular exerciſe I have had in theſe parts, and what ſin- 
ular Conflits I have met withall in my travails amongſt] our own 
Countreymen, divers of them tranſported with their {rhouph not 
fingular ) Fancies, to the rejeQing of all Churches and Ordinances 
by a new cunning,and 1 perſwade my ſelf one of the laſt but moſt per- 
nicious plot of the Devill to undermine all Religion, and introduce all 
Atheiſm and prophaneneſle, if it were poſlible,together with which, 
I have obſerved a ſpirit of Phariſaiſme and formalitie too,too evident- 
ly creeping upon and ſtrongly poſſeſſing others generally, beſides 
other diſcouragements I ſhall forbear to mention, which confidered 
divers of our brethren, zogether with my ſelf, upon con{ultation had 
together, were reſolved to move together elſewhether, where we 
might kope for more and better encouragement , 'as touching our 
Communion, if God fo pleaſed : but were diſſwaded by divers our 
honoured Friends, both by their Letters and more private Councells, 
unto whom we gave way, at leaſt for the preſent : not long after ha- 
ving an hopefull 1z4;az in my houſe, he proponnds to mea motion 
of teaching the /nd:ans near us, And ſometime after Mr E /iot in- 
vites metothe famework by his Letters: then Ithought with my 
ſelf I muſt ſtay,and began to taſt the motion with more affection, re- 
ſolving, that if God would pleaſe to fit up the roomes of others with 
the acceſle of ſuch forlorn Creatures, and bring in ſuch as wandredin 
the high wayes, lanes, and hedges; and call in the lame, and halt. = 
blind, 
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blind; in ftead of choſe Contenmers, it would be a mercy ; and by no 
ether reſpeQts in this world was my breaſt inclined unto this work,and 
ro attend Godin it. As touching the ſecond, for matter of ſucceſle 
and incouragement, Icannot but reckon this one, and that not the 
 leaſt,thatchough the /ndias tongue be very difficult, irregular, and 

anomalous, . and wherein I cannot meet with a Verbe Subſtantive as 
yet,nor any {uch Particles, asConjunRions,&c. which are eſſenciall 
ro the ſeverall ſorts of axioms, and conſequently. to all rationall. and 
perfe& diſcourſes, and that. though their words are vecy.lons, /e/- 
quipedalia verba, yet Ifinde God helping, not only my ſelf co learn. 
and attain more.of it in a ſhore time, then Ithink I could or did of 
Latine, Greek, or Hebrew, in the like ſpace of time, when my memory, 
was ſtronger, and -when all known-rules of Art are. helofull to faſten. 
fuch notions inthe minde of the learner ;- but alſo the /»dians to un. 
derſtand me fully (as they acknowledge )ſo farre as I.have gone, Iam 
conſtrained by many ambages and circumlocutions to ſupply the tor= 
mer defe&,to exprelle my-ſelf ro them as I may. The next encourage- 
ment I may not without ground omit to mentionis this; that it plea-. 
ſeth God to help ſame.of theſe poor Creatures to look .over and be- 
yond the examples of ſome of our looſer ſort of. Exg/i/h,which I look. 
upon as a great ſtumbling block to many.. It.s to be lamented-that the 
name of God fo generally profeſſed by thoſe looſer ſort-of E ng 1:/b; 
ſhould be lo generally polluted by them,and blaſphemed by Heathens, 
through the occafion of their looſeneſſe, and deniall of the.power of. 
odlineſſe,yet God gives ſome of theirs a ſpirit of diſcerning. between. 
precious and vile,and a ſpirit of ConviQtion,to acknowledge ( oh that. 
ours would lay it to heart ) there is no difference between the worlt. 
Indians, and fach Engliſh, ſaying, they are all one Indians, yea and. 
farther,to put a like difference between ſuch. 1»4;2%s amongſt chem- 

ſelves here and elſewhere, as appear to be more ſerious in their Inqui- * 
ries after God, and conſcientious according to their light, and ſuck 0-- 
thers that are more lighr,and meer pretenders to Religions. . Third= 

ly,for more particular obſervations. 1. God hath brought ſome of, 
them to a ſenſe of their (ins, and a fear of his juſtice. Here I ſhall jn.. 
ſert an example or two, one of them being to repeat ſuch principles 

Thad begun to.train them in, 10 a Catechilticall way : ( for my penury: 
tonfines me to this method at preſent; and I hope it may be never the. 
worſe for them) was a good while before he could ſpeak, having his 
£0untenance ſad before (and as I have underſtood fince a week 8 
gether 
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$ether after our former exerciſe) and in ſpeaking the tears all the 
while trickling down his Cheeks : After being demanded by me what 
was the matcer of his ſadneſſe,he anſwers me, he did now underſtand 
that God was a juſt God, and for himſelf he had been very wicked, 
even from a child. And anorber,whom I uſed as my Interpreter now 
and then in teaching them, falls ſuddenly and publiquely into a bitter 
paſſion, crying out, and wringing his hands, out of the like apprehen- 
fion of his Condirion, as he told me afterwards, and I finde no one of 
them (daring men) to ſpeak of their good hearts, but ſome more 
ſome leſle ſenſible of the Contrary. Secondly, God hath brought 
ſome of them to ſome Evangelicall Convition, one acknowledging 
that though he and others leave their former evills, and ſhould keep 
Gods Commandements, yet without Chriſt they muſt go to hell. 
Thirdly, Two or three of them have complained of rhe hardneſſe of 
their hearts,and are queſtioning of Remedies. Fourthly, Speaking to 
them of the mercy of God in Chriſt, one of them tells publikely it did 
him more good to hear of Chriſt, then to hear of all _ good 
things, 1 would fain hope for ſeeds of Faith in fuch. Fifthly, Two of 
them I deal withall, particularly for perfomll evills, by name fot the 
fin of Fornication,which they were carried away into, which my 7 
dian acquainting my ſelf with after our exerciſe I fpake unto, ſhewing 
them the evills of this finne, and aggravating of it by the knowledge 
they now had of God, ec. and exhorting them ro Repentance,and to 
ſeek mercy in Chriſt ; whereupon one of them fell into bitrer weep- 
ing, preſently the other though his heart was ſhut np at preſent, yet 
not long after, and with longer cominnance ſaid, 1 have obſerved in 
others a ſence of temptations, fpiritnall bondage, which they expre{ 
ſed naturally thus ; one faith that he and the Devill were all ons 
Souldters,and this in ſadneſle of ſpirit and ſpeech : another laying his 
hands upon his knees and hammes, complains he was as a man tyed itt 
Cords,and prayes to God to be unlooſed and in generall they are ob- 
ſerved'divers of them to pray with much affeQion, mourning ; in ſo 
much that they are in this reſpe&t a wonderment to their Compani- 
ons, who enquired what is the matter, why they do ſo, &c. 

A fourth encouragement to me is this, I finde the Devillbeſtirring 
himſelf, and beraking of himſelf ro his wonted praftiſe of ſtirring up 
oppoſitions againſt this work by his Inſtruments, as fearing the ruine 
of his Kingdom ,their Countreymen manifeſting their hatred, threat» 
ning they ſhall not plant, hunt, &c. as before ; yea the Controverſie 
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or enmitie rather ariſes between Parents and Children, &-c. Laftly, 
and not long before Iwaslaſt with you in the Bay upon a ſecond day 
in the morning before they went away, there came to me to the mim- 
ber of twenty of them, voluntarily profeſſing one by one their deſire 
to fear God, promiſing that they would leave their ſins ( ſome inter- 
mixing acknowledgements of their fins and ignorance : and one that 
Engliſh and Indians knew ſhe had been very wicked) hereunto cal- 
ling Fehovah to witnes ; and this to do all their dayes,as long as they 
live: ſome bringing their Children, and cauſing them to make the 
like profeſſion ; whereupon 1 was the more ſtirred towards them in 
my ſpirit (though I acknowledge I was loath ro make an abſolute in- 
gagement)) to promiſe them I would endeavour to be as helpfull to 
them as I could in teaching them ; which when I had done, 
they gave me thanks publickly ; and ſince this, they living ſome 
ſeaven miles from us, have built a /igwam of purpoſe near our town 
to receive them when they come on the Lords dayes : and truely Sir, 
they are ſo attentive in hearing , that it grieves me I cannot ſpeakto 
them as Ideſire, they ſeeming to be hungry, and I wanting bread for 
them. And thus Sir,you have a naked Narration of our proceedings, 
with the events fallen out by Gods providence within not many mo- 
neths. Tt is I beleeve a day of ſmall things, and ſo lookt at by our 
Engliſh many of them, who ſurely would have periſhed in their 
darkneſſe, ifall others ſhould have contemned them as they theſe, 1 
pray God they periſh not in the light, however Iam reſolved to bable 
. tothem as I may, conſidering that out of the mourhs of babes God 
ordaines praiſe, and found ſtrength to ſtill the enemie, &c. the be- 
ginnings of Gods great works are often in great obſcuritie, where he 
appoints the end to be glorious. Alſo I remember one ſowes and a- 
nother reaps, which where ever they be, ſuch as are faithfull ſhall 

rejoice togerher. Idoubt not Sir, of your fervent prayers (which 

I do further beg of you and others that know how to pitty.loſt ones ) 

for my ſelf and poor Indians, that the Lord will proſper our endea- 

vours this way, and- water them with his abundant bleſſings in Jeſus 

Chriſt, that rhe day-ſpring from onrhigh may viſit ſuch poor ſouls as 

are in darkneſſe, and the ſhadow of death, and bring them to life in 


Js suS Crxrist.

the word of God. This man hereby hath made thoſe of his own houſe 
to be his Enemies ; his wife, his children, and moſt of his friends and 
kindred, who remain obſtinate ſtill, whereby he meets with many 
troubles and temptations : one of his brethren being very ſick did 
earneſtly defire that he would Pawwaw for him,which he refuſed, his 
brother told him that he might keep ir private, but he ſtill refuſed, rel- 
ling him that notwithſtanding that, if he ſhould anſwer his deſice, he 
ſhould break his Covenant,and (in againft&God, & therefor would not. 
There came preſling in at the ſq me timeabour fiftie 1nd5.12s, deſi- 
ring to join with the worſhippers' of Gddin his ſervice. It would be 
too long for me to ſet down what every one ſaid before they entred 
into Covenant, only this I may not omit, that all of them came con- 
feſſing their {ins,ſome in ſpeciall the naughtineſs of their hearts, others 
in particular, aftuall fins they wedin: and alſo they all deſired 
to be made better, and to att tothe Word of God, to that 
end looking onely to Chriſt Tely@r ſalvation. I obſerved alſo that 
they generally came in by Familf@, bringing alſo their Children with 
them,ſaying, I have brought my Children too, I would have my Chil- 
dren ſerve God with us, I deſirgfhat this ſon and this daughter may 
worſhip Fehovah, and if they c@Md bur ſpeak, their parents would 
have them fay ſomething, to ſhew their willingnelſe to ſerve God : 
And when the Commandments were repeated,they all acknowledged 
them to be good, and made choice of Jehovah to be their God, pros 
miling by his help to walk according to his Councells: And when 
they were received by them that were before in this generall Cove- 
nant, it was by lowde voyces giving thanks to God that they were 
met together in the wayes of Jehovah : this is all before the end of 

the year 165Gc. 

And now through the mercy of God there are an hundred ninetie- 
nine 
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nine men, women, and children, that have profeſſed themſelves to 
be worſhippers of the great and everliving God. There are now 
rwo meetings kept every Lords day, the one three miles, the other 
about eight miles off my houſe : Hiacomes teacheth twice a day at 
the nearelt, and Mamanequem accordingly ar the fartheſt, the laſt 
day of the week they come unto me to be informed touching the 
ſubjeR they are to handle : And the Lord doth much aflit them, 
bleſſed bethe Name of the Lord. I have alſo undertaken to keep 
by the help of God two LeQtures amongſt them, which will be ar 
each once a fortninght : And I hope it will be by the bleſſing of God 
very profitable unto them. This winter I intend, if the Lord will, to 
ſet up a Schoole to teach the /ndians to read, viz. the Children, 
and alſo any young men that are willing to learn, whereof they are 
very glad. Iam alfo endeavouring their Cohabitations with all con- 
venient ſpeed, that ſorhey may be more helpfull one- to another . 
and alſo the better advantaged to carry on that work they have ſer 
-uponto Gods glorie, and their own comfort. And what I have 
written concerning the PaWwWawes,and the hftie-1»4;ans, that were 
admitted to thoſe that worſhipped God in one day : There were di- 
verſe Engliſh both eye and ear witneſſes thereof, as well as my ſelf.
